The public’s conception of “good 
road.s” lias nndergono a nulical change 
in the last two years. 

Prior to the entry of the IJiiiteil 
States Into tin* world war, the noii- 
liiotoriiig Americiiii piililic, more often 
tlian not. tlimight good roads were ad- 
voeateil clilefly for the lieiiefit of llieir 
more fortunate nelglihors who owned 
and drove their own motor ears, 
writes K. A. IVllliams, .Tr.. president 
of a large mi»tor truck coinpiiny. They 
were inclined to regard good roads 
laws as class legislation anil were un¬ 
willing for the most part to lend either 
fiiiiuirliil or moral support to the con¬ 
struction and iipkoep of .something 
from which they derived no dirert 
benefits so fur as they could see. 

The wa* merely hasteiieil what 
leaders of the Industry had foreseen 
for several years; It furiiislied the set¬ 
ting and the eonililloiis whicli etiuhled 
the truck to esiatillsli itself as u fac¬ 
tor In the economic life of the coun¬ 
try. 

The non-niotorliig puldlc no longer 
looks u]ion good roads as “.speedways" 
for the motoring "aristocrai'y.” It hiis 
come to realize that motor truck* 
are essential as transporfiithui factors,, 
and that good roads are necessary to- 
the ctllcient operation of trucks. Its 
vision has been broadened; It sees the 
advantages and lienefits which accrue 
from a combination of those factors— 
benefits which have u direct heurlng 
upon the economic conditions of the 
conirmmlty. 

It sees the farm brought, one might 
say, to the very table of the consumer; 
It sees an ultimate decrease In food 
prices; and, those who pause to con¬ 
sider the matter further, see the ever 
expanding range of possibilities of the 
truck and Its ally, good road.s. 

With the universal recognition and 
adoption of the motor truck the pub¬ 
lic’s conception of how roads should 
be built also has undergone a change. 
Heretofore there has been a vast dif¬ 
ference between the average man’s 
Idea of good roads and that of the 
experienced engineer. The average 
man was content to build for the pres¬ 
ent ; the engineer, ns a result of past 
and not altogether satisfactory exper-

It's an .\merlcnn Idea, 
this co-ordlmttlnn of the 
rornmon campaign against human stif- 
ferlng In all lands, even th'-ngh sncli 
lenders as Henry r, Tinvison, never give i 
nut a hint that the plan originated 
In the Unltetl States. The French and 
other allied experts who are helping 
give the .Americans fullest credit for 
their foresight In Inunehlng the move- ' 
ment for a league of Ued Cross so-j 
cletles, j 

For the plan Is l.Tunched. The In¬ 
ternational organization was begun at 
a series of conferenees held in the 
Hotel Regina—hendriunrters of the 
Amerlean Ued (Toss in Frame, with 
delegates of the Freneh. Fnglisli, Ital- 
inn and .Japanese Uetl Cross -ioeleties 
co-operating with the Ainerieiuis on the 
grand strategy of the oampiilgn, which 
in Its conceptions and alms Is the 
greatest force that has yet bei-n sug¬ 
gested for the alleviation of miseries 
that are the burden of the human rare. ’ 
The outstanding enemies of human 
happiness everywhere, the Ued fToss 
experts have eome to helh-ve, aro first / 
of all the more malignant diseases: 
Tuberculosis, malaria, typhus or spot- | 
ted fever, to say nothing "f iiilUienzii 
and venereal diseases. , 

If these maladies are to he fought 
successfully. It means that contrlhn- 
tory causes such ns poor housing con- , 
ditlons. unsanitary cities, neglect of 
child welfare movements, and In- 
rfflelent puhllc health organizations 
must he corrected and eradicated. 

Consequently, when the first big 
gathering of world famous experts was 
held at C'nnnes. France, recently to for- 
mtdnte a program for the league of 
Red Cross societies, these fundamental 
subjects were given a most tborniigh 
consideration and the opinions of the 
experts were cn-ordlnnfed on the main 
fenrures of the forthcoming crusade. 

Some of the best scientific talent In 
the world was brought togetber for the 
C'anttps conference. (Jut of the series 
of meetings some ennerete plans de¬ 
veloped that will form the f-mndatlon 
for the future work of tho Rod Cross 
societies of the world. 

One of the main thoughts expi‘« ssed 
hy Mr. Pavlsnn. and approved by oth¬ 
er promoters of rhe plan, was the Men 
that no Red Cross snelety will In any 
measure lose Its blenflty In support¬ 
ing and eo-nrdinnting Its efforts with 
till' league of Red Cross societies. Nor 
will the national Red Cross organiza¬ 
tions seek to usurp the funetlnns of tbo 
various agencies already In existence ' 
working for the prevention of disease 
and for the betterment of humanity. 
Rather will the organizations, like the 
Amerlean Red C'ross for example, en¬ 
courage and co-operate with insrltu- 
tlona like the T'nited States piilille 
health aervlce, the Rockefeller founda¬ 
tion, and other similar organizations. 
In the general fight against disease. 

One of the Important decisions of 
the Cannes conference was an agree- ' 
ment on the campaign plans for curb¬ 
ing the ravages of tiihereiilosiH, which 
has become more preralent In Fiirope 
since the war on account of the low 
nutrition value of th-* diet of the peo¬ 
ple. and because of die general fuel 
shortage and the shoydy clothing that 
cams Into use ns a result of the short¬ 
age In raw materit Is due to restricted 
ImpnrtntliYns of wool ^nd cotton. While 
tho Kupropenn popn^atlons generally , 
suffered from the cold of winter In fire- 
loss houses, their clothes were less ■ 
warm, and their diet was less heating ; 
than In the pre-war days. These con- '
